The main duties of the board are to elect a president 
to the institution; to employ all other personnel to the community college; to purchase land which is 
necessary for the operation of the college; to apply the standards for admission and graduation of the 
students of the institution; to receive and accept donations given to the community college; and to 
provide all or part of the instructional services for the institution.
